SHALL I CALL ‘THE 
DOCTOR? = « 


No Hard-and-Fast 
' Rule 


If only there were a hard-and- 
fast rule to answer this question, 
what a lot of 2 busy doctor's time 
would be saved! And what.-a lot 
of anxiety we should be spared 
trying to decide! 
to summon the. doctor unneces- 
sarily, and yet often a serious 
illness might have been averted 
had medical aid been called in 
sooner, 

When a patient’ suddenly de- 
velops a very high temperature, 
one naturally sends for a doctor. 
(It is hardly necessary, is it, to 
emphasize the importance of hav- 
ing a good’ clinical thermometey 
in the house, and knowing howto 
use it?)- ‘But sometimes a per- 
son may deyelop.a kind of low 
fever, with a temperature from 
99 degrees to 101 degrées, which 
doesn’t seem very alarming. ; 

If this persists for three days 
or more, however, a doctor should 
be sent for. It is usually safe to 
give an aperient in the meantime, 
Tf the patient complains of acute 
abdominal pain on the right side, 
with one important exception, 
high up, send for the doctor, im- 
mediately, and no matter how 
necessary it may seem to give an 
aperient, don’t do so, unless the 
doctor orders it after an examina- 
tion,. Such a pain might indicate 
peritonitis, in ‘which case an 
aperient of any kind would be 
highly dangerous. ' 


In cases of persistent sickness, 
stop giving any food whatsoever. 
Let the patient have teaspoonfuls 
of soda water occasionally, but 
nothing more solid. Should the 
trouble persist for thirty-six 
hours, it is time to get medical 
advice. 

Fainting attacks are seldom 
serious, and some people are very 
subject to them. But in the case 
of anyone not liable to such at- 
tacks having a succession of, say, 
three fainting attacks in fairly, 
quick succession, it is wise to con- 
sult a doctor about them, 

Never delay in sending for the 
doctor for ‘throat troubles of any 


‘tkind; if there is any inflamma- 


tion, or you can discern spots of 
any kind in: the throat, send for 


Jhome nursing 


No one wants: 


medical aid. at once, and in the 
en. keep the patient isolat- 
e 

To be on the. safe side, a doc- 
tor should ‘ examine thoroughly 
anyone who has had a bad fall, 
whether any, pain is felt at. the 
time or not. But it is absolutely 
vital that he should attend at 
once if there is acute pain in the 
part injured, or tf the limbs seem 
stiff, Another .time at .which 
is inSuflicient is 
when there has heen. head injury 
of any kind. but: particularly, in 
the cuse of an “open wound or 
swelling, . 

Coughs are tiresome ° ‘and 
troublesome things, especially in 
the winter, when it seems impos- 
sible to shake them off. But it 
isn't wise to let a | persistent 
cough go-on without. attention, 
trusting that it will disappear 
when the weather gets warmer. 
The noisy, “spectacular” kind of 
cough which calls forth such 
widespread sy mpathy isn't likely 
to,be nearly as serious: as the 
little nagging kind of hard cough. 
Get advice about“the latter sort 
in ‘good time. 

Next to a clinical thermometer, ' 
scales are very important in de-' 
ciding when to send for a doctor. 
Anyone who seems to be getting 
thin. should. be weighed’ accurate- 
ly and regularly at short inter- 
vals, Sometimes the “getting 
thin” process doesn’t mean such 
a loss of weight:as one would ex- 
pect, ard. sometimes what is lost 
one week is regained the next. 
But when there is a steady, de- 
crease in weight, no matter how 
slight, don’t .depend' on, home 
remedies and fattening ‘foods. 
Let the doctor decide. 

Occasional attacks ‘of nose- 
bleeding do not wargant cause for 
alarm. The head should be held 
back, ‘and the hands. kept to the 
sides, while the feet are immers- 
ed in hot water. ‘These remedies 
should soon cause a cessation of 
the flow, but if the.attack is un- 
duly prolonged, or occurs at fre- 
quent intervals, it is always best 
to consult a dactor. 

The small folk are liable to get 
scratches and even bites from 
time to time, if they are -over- 
playful with a pet cat or dog. If 
the animal is your own, and, you 
know it is perfectly healthy, then 
the wound (in the case of a bite) 
should be sucked and. dressed 
with iodine. Should there be the

ness of six ' of 
Commodore William Marshall, 
C.B., D.S.0., R.D.; R.N.R., of the 
White Star Line, commander 
since 1928 of the Majestic. His 
death took place just at the time 
the Majeatic was leaving the port 
for New York. 

Commodore Marshal! had a 
most distinguished career afloat. 
Born in Bolton in 1873, he was an 
old Conway boy.
